He said the administrative permit was
not obtained in prior years, and they have been notified they need to apply for an administrative permit, and
now they are following the process accordingly.

Gerry Eick said he understands the need for the permit. Mr. Lyons asked what the trigger is for that specific
permit. Mr. Pelham said attendance over 300. They expect 800 or more people.

Ms. McGowan said the logistics are in place; they are just formalizing it in this process.
